
Jeff Moore Inducted into 
Athletic Hall of Fame 



Dubbed "The Foundation" by 
ERAU Head Men's Basketball Coach 
Steve Ridder, Jeff Moore, Tom Fagley 
and Owen Busch will be inducted in the 
Athlete category. Moore, Fagley and 
Busch came to Embry-Riddle in 1990 
and held the distinction of being the first 
recruiting class to be awarded athletic 
scholarships. The season before the trio 
arrived, ERAU men's basketball posted a 
4-24 overall record. The following year, 
the three freshmen led the Blue and 
Gold to the biggest turnaround in NAIA 


history with a 22-8 overall record. 
After advancing to postseason play 
for the first time in program history 
in March 1991, the Eagles achieved 
their first-ever top-20 national rank¬ 
ing in January 1992. 

In the 1992-93 season, the 
three foundational players led the 
Eagles to national prominence as 
they registered an upset of NCAA 
II No. 1 Rollins in December 1992, 
and advanced to the second round 
of the NAIA II National Champion¬ 
ship in their first trip to the national 
tournament. Their legacy includes 
being part of the Eagles' first confer¬ 
ence championship team in 1994, 
and part of the team that holds the 
record for most points in a single 
game (133 vs. Warner on Feb. 5, 
1991). 

Throughout their careers, Moore, 
Fagley and Busch combined for one

Wear Red Day, to raise 
heart disease awareness 
in women. 

The American 
Heart Association cre¬ 
ated and introduced the 
Red Dress as the national 
symbol for women and 
heart disease aware¬ 
ness in 2002, to deliver 
an urgent wake-up call 
to American women. 
National Wear Red Day 
is a day when Americans 
nationwide wear red to 
show their support for 
women's heart disease 
awareness. This idea has 
since evolved into simply 
wearing the color red 
on this day to remind 


women of the need 
to protect their heart 
health, and inspire them 
to take action. 

Heart disease is 
no longer considered a 
"man's disease". Women 
can suffer the same dev¬ 
astating effects of heart 
disease as men, but may 
experience signs and 
symptoms of a heart at¬ 
tack that vary from those 
of a man's. Diagnosis and 
treatment can also be 
very different between 
genders. It is important 
for women to know how 
heart disease can affect 
their health and how the 
warning signs of a heart 
attack can be different 
from a man's. 

During a heart 
attack, women can 
experience uncomfort¬ 
able pressure, squeezing,

On 11 /23/14, 
Cater was arrested in Laurel County and charged 
with several counts including resisting arrest, 
speeding > 26 mph; assault of a police officer, 
etc. Judge Dean ruled this was a violation of Ca- 
ter's conditions of release and sentenced him to 
20 years, granting him credit for time served.

the center of the chest. 

It lasts more than a few 
minutes, or goes away and 
comes back. There might 
be pain or discomfort 
in one or both arms, the 
back, neck, jaw or stom¬ 
ach. Women might have 
shortness of breath with 
or without chest discom¬ 
fort, or break out in a cold 
sweat, have nausea, jaw 
pain, or lightheadedness. 
As with men, women’s 
most common heart attack 
symptom is chest pain or 
discomfort.

Call 9-1-1 and get to 
a hospital right away.

When you go 
grocery shopping, you’ve 
probably seen some new 
terms on the labels of 
your favorite foods. These 
terms are not meant to 
cause confusion but can 
help you make more 
informed choices about 
the foods you eat. This 
is a good thing, as con¬ 
cerns among consumers 
about food origin, safety 
and quality continue to 
increase. 

Here is a list 
of terms found on food 
labels and their definition 
as defined by the U.S. 
Department of Agricul¬ 
ture or the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Organic — Products 
that are USDA-certified 
organic means that the 
food is produced using 
methods that preserve the 
environment and avoid 
most synthetic materials, 
like antibiotics and certain 
pesticides. Farms and 
processors, aside from 
keeping organic food 
separate from nonorganic, 
also must use production 
techniques that support 
animal health and welfare, 
provide outdoor access 
to animals, use approved 
materials, do not use ge¬ 
netically modified ingre¬ 
dients and receive annual 
on-site inspections. Prod¬ 
ucts that meet the organic 
production and processing 
requirements are the only 
ones allowed to be labeled 
organic in a grocery store. 
Natural — The USDA 
requires products with 
the natural label to be 
minimally processed 


and contain no artificial 
ingredients. The natural 
label does not include 
any standards about farm 
practices and only applies 
to the processing of meat 
and egg products. 

GMO —While 
labeling GMO products is 
voluntary for food com¬ 
panies, a product with 
a genetically modified 
organism means that it 
was altered with a gene 
from an unrelated spe¬ 
cies outside of its natural 
environment. In many 
instances, GMO crops 
designed to resist insect 
attacks have experienced 
substantial reductions in 
insecticide use. Herbicide- 
tolerant crops have also 
offered environmental 
benefits through increased 
use of soil-protecting no¬ 
tillage farming. However, 
with the advent of herbi¬ 
cide resistance in certain 
weeds, there is some 
concern about increasing 
herbicide use on those 
farms. The technology 
was first introduced in the 
1990s, and now more than 
70 percent of packaged 
foods in North America 
contain GMOs. There is 
no evidence that consum¬ 
ing GMOs impacts human 
health in a negative way. 
There are concerns, how¬ 
ever, about some GMO 
crops encouraging the 
overuse of pesticides and 
having a negative impact 
on the environment. 
Free-range poultry — 

This label means the birds 
were given shelter in a 
building, room or area 
with unlimited access 


to food and fresh water. 
They were also given 
continuous outdoor access 
during their production 
cycle. 

Cage-free — This 
term means poultry were 
able to freely roam a 
building, room or other 
enclosed area with unlim¬ 
ited access to food and 
fresh water during their 
production cycle. 

Grass-fed — The 
designation means the 
animal was fed primarily 
grass throughout their life. 
Organic animals’ pasture 
diet may be supplemented 
with grain. The USDA 
does not limit the use of 
antibiotics, hormones or 
pesticides for grass-fed 
label products, therefore 
you may see a meat prod¬ 
uct labeled as grass-fed 
organic when applicable. 
Pasture-raised — Cur¬ 
rently, there is no federal 
definition of this term 
from the USDA due to the 
number of variables in¬ 
volved in pasture produc¬ 
tion systems. 

The USDA makes 
no claims about one type 
of food being more nutri¬ 
tious or safer than another. 
For more information 
about food and nutri¬ 
tion, contact the Owsley 
County Extension office.

OCCECC is one of the 10 organizations statewide that 
received the grant 


Berea, KY Feb¬ 
ruary 6, 2015 -Owsley 
County Community Early 
Childhood Council (JC- 
CECC) has been awarded 
an Oral Health grant from 
the Kentucky Oral Health 
Coalition (KOHC). The 
grant purpose is to im¬ 
prove oral health among 
children and families. 

Oral health is important, 
especially for children. It 
is imperative that families 
are aware of the opportu¬ 
nities available for creat¬ 
ing positive healthcare 
habits. 

KOHC partnered 
with the UCLA Health 
Care Institute (HCI) and 
the Governor’s Office of 
Early Childhood to offer 
mini-grants up to $1,000 
to conduct oral health 
trainings for families and 
community members. The 
OCCECC designated a 
team of two members to 
attend the HCI Train-the- 
Trainer session during 
November in Louisville. 
Team members include: 
Jennifer Bryant, Early 
Childhood Academic 
Specialist with Berea Col¬ 
lege Promise Neighbor¬ 


hood and Cathleen Abner, 
director of a child care 
center in Breathitt County. 
The purpose of the HCI 
Train-the-Trainer session 
was to train local teams to 
plan and implement parent 
engagement strategies 
around oral health literacy. 

According to 
the CDC (Center 

for Disease Control and 
Prevention), “Tooth decay 
is one of the most com¬ 
mon chronic conditions of 
childhood in the United 
States. Untreated tooth 
decay can cause pain and 
infections that may lead 
to problems with eating, 
speaking, playing, and 
learning.” Approximately 
one in five (20%) children 
age five to 11 years have 
at least one untreated de¬ 
cayed tooth; one in seven 
(13%) adolescents age 12 
to 19 years have at least 
one untreated decayed 
tooth; The percentage of 
children and adolescents 
age five to 19 years with 
untreated tooth decay is 
twice as high for those 
from low-income families 
(25%) compared with chil¬ 
dren from higher-income 


households (11%) http:// 
www. cdc. gov/ oralhealth/ 
children_adults/child.htm. 

The trainings 
in Owsley County will 
advocate for better oral 
health for children who 
specifically fall into the 
above statistics. Kentucky 
is the first state in the na¬ 
tion to make an effort to 
train parents on oral health 
statewide. OCCECC will 
announce dates and times 
for parent trainings. 

Berea Promise 
Neighborhood’s work 
is paid for by Federal 
Promise Neighborhood 
funds.

“Regrets, I’ve had 
a few but then again too 
few to mention”. Do you 
remember that lyric; or 
maybe you can remember 
the old crooner himself 
sing that song. I think it 
was Frank Sinatra. To be 
honest, that’s a little before 
my time.

TEARS 

Tears flow 

throughout the Bible. Tears 
flow throughout our lives. 

The Scripture nev¬ 
er records Jesus laughing 
or even smiling. Even the 
Old Testament Prophecies 
about Him paint a grim 
picture, “He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man 
of sorrows, and acquainted 
with grief: and we hid as it 
were our faces from him; 
he was despised, and we 
esteemed him not. Surely 
he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: 
yet we did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God, 
and afflicted” (Isaiah 53:3- 
4). 

Twice the 

Bible records Jesus weep¬ 
ing; once, at the tomb of 
Lazarus and again the 
morning, of Palm Sunday 
before He rides into Jeru¬ 
salem. On that morning He 
weeps over the souls of the 
people of Jerusalem (Luke 
19:41). 

Christ is one hundred 
percent human as well as 
one hundred percent God. 
I’m sure he cracked a few 
smiles and laughed a time 
or two, just like the rest of 
us, but He obviously was 
no stranger to sorrow and 
grief. 

As followers of Christ we 
should study the heart of 
Christ; the things He loves, 
the things He hates, and for 
the topic today, the reason 
He weeps. 

Jesus wept for 
the mourners at Lazarus’ 
funeral (John 11:33-35) 
and the souls of the people 
of Jerusalem (Luke 19:41). 
Christ cried for others. It 
is interesting, if you go 
through the Bible reading 
about weeping and tears 
you’ll find the majority of 
the time the tears are being 
shed on someone else’s 
behalf. Seeing Christ cry¬ 


ing for others brings me 
to the question; how often 
do I cry for other people? 
Christ looked at the city 
of Jerusalem, the city that 
would reject and crucify 
Him in less than a week, 
and He wept for them; He 
cried for their souls. How 
often do Christians weep 
for the souls of the lost? 

Christ died for the 
sins of the world and rose 
again the third day; these 
are the fundamental facts 
of Christianity.

Psalm 126:5- 
6, “They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy. He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” 

Could the reason 
for declining church at¬ 
tendance be that Christians 


don’t have the heart of 
Christ, a heart that will 
shed tears for someone 
else’s soul? 

Christ looked out over 
the city of Jerusalem and 
wept over it. When was 
the last time, we as indi¬ 
vidual Christians, looked 
at our neighbor, our 
brother-in-law, our work 
associates, the woman at 
the cash register of the 
local grocery, or anyone 
else, and cried for their 
souls. 

Do we see people 
as Christ sees them, as 
lost souls destined for 
an eternity in hell unless 
they put their trust in 
Him as Saviour? Do we 
care enough about their 
eternal destiny to shed 
a tear for them? Do we 
care enough about them 
to tell them of the love of 
Christ and the judgment 
that comes if they reject 
that love? 

Do we not reap 
in joy because we have 
not sowed in tears?
